rests in St. Petersbu rg was 1,7 16 and 
in Ru ssia p rop er 10,000. Temp orary 
p risons were 
op ened in 
sev enteen 
towns, 2,000 p ostal and 
telegrap h 
emp loy es were dismissed and ov er 
a score of workmen’s cheap restau ­ 
rants in St. Petersbu rg were closed 
so as to p rev ent the u nemp loy ed from 
obtaining relief.
